DETAILED EXPLANATION OF CAUSE OF DELAY FN FILrNG REQUIRED REPLY TO 

OFFICE ACTION OF OCTOBER 28, 1998 

1 I, Mordechai Hammer, applicant in the subject application for which revival is requested, do hereby 
state as follows: 

2 My patent attorney, Mr. Edward Langer, prepared a response to the subject Office Action. 

3. Mr. Langer, who maintains his office in Israel, sent me the response to my residence, in New York 
City, and 1 received it on April 26, 1999, with instructions for me to file it by April 28, 1999 and to attach 
a check in the amount of $ 444.000 for the 3-month extension period and the additional claim added and 
to file the papers by 1 st Class mail with a Certificate of Mailing which he sent me. 

4. I went to my bank, EAB at 1 107 Broadway, New York City, where I maintain a checking account, to 
obtain a certified bank check, and was told I could write a personal check and have the bank certify it 

5. 1 wrote a personal check No. 132 dated April 28, 1999, and had the bank certify it. This was done by a 
stamp on the face of the check indicating it was "CERTIFIED". (Attach. "Al", "A2" ) 

6. 1 enclosed the certified check together with the response in an envelope, and also enclosed a 
Certificate of Mailing (Att. "B") dated April 28, 1999, and went to the NY City Post Office. 

7. I posted the envelope containing the items in para. 6 as 1st Class certified mail to the US PTO, 
with a return receipt to be stamped "received" by the PTO. (Att. "C"). 

8. I received a letter from the bank and learned that the check, which had been certified by the bank, 
was not honored by the bank. 

9 I told this to Mr. Langer and asked him what to do. Mr. Langer told me that if the case was 
abandoned, I have one year after the abandonment date to request revival of the application. 
1 0. I demanded a letter of explanation from the bank and they admitted their mistake. (Att. "D") 
1 1 The bank provided me with a new check (Att. "E") for sending to the PTO. 

1 2. I also spoke to Examiner Knight, and Examiner Knight told me that since the application was 
abandoned, I could not send the new check, and that. I will first have to overcome the abandonment. 

13. Mr. Langer received a notice on June 7, 1999 from his NY agent, Mr. Andrew Langsam, to 
call the Examiner on the subject case, Mr. Anthony Knight at (703) 308-3 1 79. 

14. Mr. Langer spoke with Mr. Knight and learned the application was abandoned for failure to 
pay the necessary extension fee. Mr. Langer told me that the application was abandoned. 

15. I spoke to the bank manager, Mr. James Paguaga, and he gave me the tel. no. of their 
lawyers, who told me that they had called the Patent Office to find out about the right procedure 
to use, to fix the problem and they were told by the PTO that the application was not 
abandoned, so they refused to pay the money for the procedure of the revival. 

1 6. I had difficulty with paying money for the procedure of the revival at that time, since I have 
been burdened with costs due to my legal proceeding against a previous patent agent, now before 
the Israel Supreme Court. 

1 7. I asked Mr. Langer to send me any PTO notices that he received to my NYC address. 

1 8. On July 7, 1999, Mr. Langer received a notice via his NY agent that the case was abandoned. 

19. As stated above, Mr. Langer is my US patent attorney, so I asked him to fix the problem. 

20. I returned to Israel in the month of October 1999, after being in the USA for 1 .5 years and it has 
taken me several months time to get re-settled, after having moved to a new address in Tel Aviv. 

21. I visited Mr. Langer's office on this problem in Jan. 2000, and he prepared this petition. 

22. I did not intend for any of the delay to occur, and it is clear the delay was the bank's fault. 

23. I make this statement in support of my petition to revive the application, and all of the 
statements I have made are true. .. .
